v , , And so on October 1st, 1944, a weary and travel- 
worn fifteenth Construction Battalion, after covering a 
network of some 25,000 miles and minus about 350 men; 
who were detached somewhere along the line due to 
malaria, psycho-neurosis, emergencies, etc., returned to 
Uncle Sugar. Prom now on, H would be rest, rebabiii- 
faion, good food, a few refresher courses and most 
important, a 30-day leave. 

As en Army band blared forth a medley of home- 
coming tunes, we packed ourselves into a fleet of plush- 
lined buses, and were off to Camp Parks, nestled in the 



, heatf of the l.iv'armore v a)ley, appwMbately rfO miles. 

from San Francisco and Oakland. It was a thrilling and 
memorable ride, what with our first glimpse of stateside 
femininity, which was immediately greeted with a series 
of catcalls, hubbe-hubbas, and several other forms of 
modern salutations which can only be acquired, during 
a long isolaied stay on the "Islands." Parks looked like 
a nice camp, especially when wa saw the huge sign — 
"Welcome 15th C. B." But, at the moment nobody 
cared — the "Thirty-Day Leave" was the most important 
event. 

Three days later, on October 4th, 1944, personnel of 

the 15th were off to ail corners of the U. 5 to the 

home they had not seen for almost two and one-haif 
years; to children they had never seen; to wives who had 




enjoyed but a few scant weeks of marital bliss. 

The middle of November found the Battalion reunited. 
Many had become espoused during the 30-day interim, 
while many found "Dear John" notes waiting for them 
at home. Already, changes had taken place at Camp 
Parks. Many of the veteran officers of the 15th C. B. 
were replaced with new and younger goldbraid. Com- 
mander Butler still remained at the helm, flanked by Lt. 
Walker as his Executive Officer. A group of 300 sea- 



men were attached, bringing the Battalion back to full 
complement. The "Scuttlebutt" was hot and heavy. It 
seemed we were being readied for another tour of for- 
eign duty; perhaps China or Japan. 

Many of the men were sent to various schools for 
new up-to-date instruction on demolition, land mines, fire- 
fighting, heavy equipment operation, etc. 

There were lighter moments too. Liberty was good 
if you could get to San Jose, San Francisco, Oakland,

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Our stop at Hawaii turned out to be a stroke at fate, 
and a lucky one a* Hat. Boiler trouble seemed tc be a 
const* nt plague to any ship carrying the l5*h. C. 6. This 
time, three days out of Hueneme, the boiler blew up 
and became completely useless, the ship drifted along

Harbor four days later for repairs. While the vessel («-

Unloading ship was the number one task, and all hands fumed fc 
24 hours per day. The food was still confined to K rations, and home 
was still the pup tent. After the first week, the camp started to grow, 
with regular 16' > I6‘ pyramid tents replacing the dehydrated versions 
and a hastily erected galley offering some hdt chow . . . which turned 
out to he C rations, The only difference, between the C's and the 
K's is that the forme? comas in larger can,. 

There were alt-raid alerts, and occasionally a ship in th» harbor 
was hit. but es e whole .it turned out to he just a curs A nee rattier 
than > wa*-e of destruction. Two well fed Japs were shot orre morning 
a Tew yards out side of camp — they had to be buried quickly to keep 
♦ha souvenir hunters away. 

The entire ilia rid gf Okinawa is covered with tombs, where for cnrr- 
tusies the Okinawans stored brightly glased chine urns containing the 
ishsi and bones of their deceased. If was in theia tombs the! the 
Japs hid and ferried on some of their hardest fighting, and t*» theie 
same tombs the Seabens flocked for souvenirs. Only after a fpw men 
ware wounded by Jap snipers did the pilgrimages to these pittUrasque 
caves stop. 

The natives, or "Soots," ?s the American armed forcer named 
them, were a friendly lot and seemed quite content with American 
occupation. However, the mala sea was either 7 oi 70 and ditto the 
Femininity. Nowhere during our 31 moplhs in the Pacific ham we 
seen anything the! remotely resembled a young woman. Thera was no 
need for any hon-fraternisation rulings Kara. 

Mfe ware Incited about ten miles from Naha ond Shurl. and 
naturally, at the first opportunity, ail men flocked to the big city. 
Big city I ! hiihj Both Nab* end Shun ware just masses of debris. The 
vaunted castle of Shuri turned out to be just a lonely, solitary bomb- 
ihatserad wall, looking ebout as much 4 part erf a castle js spam 
resembles steak. 

Remove the "ftooks," th* airfields, the rice paddies, end the tombs, 
and Okinawa might wall be Connecticut,

After leaving Ulifhi as part of a 29-iMp convoy, it became quite 
evident that cur destination was Nagasuku Bay (the name was ieter 
changed to Buckner Bay], Okinawa. No on* knew- Vary much about 
the Island, astcapt that it wea "just a stones threw from Tokyo" and 
was the scene of some bitter fighting between American end Japanese 
forces. We had been, warned thrff Okinawa was covered with deadly 
snakes; that many Jap snipers were still at large; that land mines end 
booby traps eaisted in abundance; el] of which didn't mete uk feel 
any too secure. However, our major problem was Jap suicide pianec, 
the Kamiltaie. Target practice, fire-drills end abandon. ship drills .were 
held deity ek ell gun watches assumed * JM-bou'. aler* schedule. The 
three-day trip to Okinawa ftem tfjifhi seemed like three weeks, but 
all war calm and serene. We polled into Nagfsuku Bay and almost 
simultaneously with the releasing of the anchor, the climbing nets 
were dropped and the landing craft lowered over Miw side 'info the 
water. 

'«Vith full packs, gas masks and rifles lashed to our backs, ■** 
struggled down the ropes jhto the LCM’s and LCVP's. At any moment 
«e espaclad to be greeted by the K'emikass, but the ?5th C.B. 
streak of luck, which saw us- through the landings at tspiritu Santo. 
Russell Mends, and tSrean Wands, held up, and this landing might 
just as well hav* bean made in the Hudson River. 

The little ereft snaked through (ha reefs and brought us to there. 
We climbed aboard ten-wheelers and btaded for a conglomeration of 
brush, weeds, and mud that way to be our camp. Packs war* broken 
loos*, pup tents set up, K rations broken out, and we were ready for 
our first work assignment. Many of the oldtimers weren't going to 
*at 1C fatiorti or sleep on the ground. Somehow, f hair pacts managed 
to contain canned homy, canned chicken and turkey, » blow pot for 
hot coffee, and even pillows and portions of mattresses, 

Our first night on Okinawa would have mad* s Meek banner slap- 
stick comedy strictly second-rate stuff. A perimstar- guard was. Ii»4ifily 
set up with orders to shoot anything that moved Outside kho damp; 
limits. Mo one noticed that the camp w as surrounded by « field of 
tail cornstalks, and as the wind swept through the field th*| night it 
seamed at. if the entire Jap army was advancing upon us. Our guard* 
war* wide awete though; *'nd mat the- onrushing enemy with a volley
